Camera flashed out action 


Construction in Victoria is 
up 12 per cent over last year 
and the Carpenter’s Union is 
having trouble coming up with 
enough qualified labor to do 
the work. 

Business agent Jim Sawyer 
can’t remember such a boom 
in business since 1969, and 
he’s pleasantly surprised to 
see contractors bidding avidly 
for jobs even as the union 
contracts are running out. 

Construction union's two- 
year cootracts will expire 
April 30. 

"In the last contract year, 
the contractors were laying 
off carpenters right up to 
contract time in preparation 
for the lock-out,” said Sawyer. 

"This year when a con¬ 
tractor phones for help. I have 
to put him on the list to wait 
until I have a qualified man 
free. It's a nice switch.” 

Last time there was full 
employment was in 1969, when 
there were 100 fewer mem¬ 
bers in Victoria. This year 
there are some 750 con¬ 
struction carpenters and 
apprentices working out of the 
Victoria local. 

Even last year, which was a 
good year for construction, 
had an average of 28 car¬ 
penters unemployed each 
month. 

"Now we’re trying to 
recruit more members," said 
Sawyer. "We would like to 
hear from any non-union 
carpenters, who are qualified, 
with a view to initiating them 
into the union.” 

Sawyer said a union car¬ 
penter earns $7.19 an hour 
under the current contract but 
when fringe benefits are 
added in the employer is 
paying about $8.10 an hour. 
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“Some non-union car¬ 
penters might be getting our 
base rate but they don’t get 
the benefits and they don’t get 
the protection that our union 
people get." 

Sawyer said he could put at 
least 20 qualified carpenters 
to work immediately, 
although he estimates the 
need at around 50 men. 

"Contractors aren’t phon¬ 
ing us all the time because 
they know we don’t have the 
people available.” 

The only union carpenters 
not working at the moment 
are a few floor layers, said 
Sawyer, "and we’ll have them 
out very soon." 

Ed Phillips, manager of the 
Construction Association of 
Victoria, said construction is 
up, not only in Victoria, but 
also provincially and 
nationally, in every field. 

"This includes both the 
public and the private sector. 
Anything you care to name is 
being built.” 

“It doesn’t necessarily 
mean that we need a 12 per 
cent growth in the labor force, 
as many of these men have 
been working only eight 
months of the year, but we 
certainly do need some more 
tradesmen in the construction 
industry,” said Phillips. 

He hopes that in the future 
there will be ways of 
spreading construction — 
particularly in the public 
sector — over the whole year. 

"We usually seem to work 
on a feast and famine basis,” 
he said. "Politicians tend to 
wait for the politically 
favorable time before going to 
tender on jobs, which means 
then that our pre-tender 
people, technicians and 
estimators, spend some time 
working all possible hours to 
get estimates out, and then 
have nothing to do for some 
time afterwards.” 

He suggested that 
politicians in particular 
should spread work over the 
year so that all segments of 
the construction industry can 
enjoy continuity of em¬ 
ployment.

Then, while workers sought 
out regional director Alison 
Fink *o see if Coyle could be 
interviewed, he told his story.

until Nov. 5, when he had quit 
his job and claimed unem 
ployment insurance. 

After collecting for a while 
he was disqualified for three 
weeks because he had left his 
job voluntarily. He was 
disqualified again early in 
January’ because he had not 
re claimed at the correct 
time. Some weeks later his 
claim was re-opened and 
granted, but he just did not get 
any money. 


Constable James Earl 
fought all the way from 
Central Saanich to the 
Supreme Court of Canada to 
get his job back — and this 
week he won. 

A panel of three Supreme 
Court judges decided Monday 
that the nation's highest court 
would not grant Central 
Saanich leave to appeal a 
decision of the B.C. Court of 
Appeal last November that 
ordered the municipality to 
reinstate Earl, who was fired 
from the six-man Central 
Saanich police force Jan. 15, 
1973. 

The decision means that the 
B.C. Court of Appeal’s ruling

The Appeal Court overruled 
a decision of Mr. Justice 
Victor Dryer of the B.C. 
Supreme Court, which 
quashed an order from the 
B.C. Labor Relations Board 
that Central Saanich rehire 
the constable. 

The controversy before the 
courts was whether Earl, as a 
policeman, was an “em¬ 
ployee” of Central Saanich. 

The Labor Relations Board 
argued that it had the right to 
order Earl’s reinstatement 
because it has power over 
employees. 

Central Saanich said 
policemen were not legally 
employees, but persons who 


she did not wish to place ob¬ 
stacles in the way of a 
reporter, and while Coyle 
undoubtedly had a valid 
claim, it was "against policy” 
to allow pictures and in¬ 
terviews in the office without 
permission from the office.

TOURISM: 
IS PARTY 
TOO BIG? 


Tourism in B.C. needs a 
‘ major re-evaluation” to 
integrate it into "the new w-ay 
of life” being developed in the 
province. Highways Minister 
Graham Lea told a union 
meeting at the Empress this 
week. 


"What does a dependence 
on such a fickle human need 
as travelling do to an economy 
which needs stability?" he 
asked members of the 
Canadian Brotherhood of 


Railway, Transport and 
General Workers, Local 276 

"What are the inflationary 
aspects of tourism? Should 
our own people be forced to 
bear high costs created by a 
seasonal boom caused by 
tourists?” lie asked. 

Just as the "old days of 
uninhibited exploitation of 
resources are over.” he said. 
"I would venture the opinion 
that the old days of 
uninhibited tourism are over 


"The time has come for all 
British Columbians to ask 
some penetrating questions 
about tourism." 

Les said questioning B.C.’s 
tourism should not be con¬ 
strued as "inhospitable or 
unfriendly” to the thousands 
of tourists who visit the 
province each year. 

He likened B.C.’s tourist 
industry to the host of a large 
party who wants to have many 
guests but finds there is a 


point when a party can 
become too big. 

“The crush of people 
becomes loo much. Neither 
guests nor host are enjoying it 
any more The guests and the 
host begin to show the strain.” 
he said 

"And we tell ourselves: 
Next time, we’re going to have 
to be better organized 

"I think British Columbia 
has reached the point,” said 
Lea. "where we are also going 
to have to say: We're going to 
have to be better organized."

by travelling salesman 


Poets, downs and beautiful women are the likeliest bearers 
of happiness, but anyone may be a carrier 

I am thinking of the short, balding man. the traveller In 
plastic garbage bags, who was my seat mate on a brief inter¬ 
city flight earlier this week He fairly bubbled with 
gemutlichkeit. Like those ships that pass in the night and speak 
to each other in passing, he cheered me on my way. 

Gemutlichkeit is the fine, juicy German word for happiness. 
It somehow seems the only word that will do for my traasient 
friend. It w’as his little joke that he was in plastic garbage bags, 
that being the product he sold, but he was no mere wit. He was 
just a genuinely happy man. a strangely rare breed in our af¬ 
fluent society. 

Did he like travelling. I asked. Like it? He loved it! He liked 
flying. He liked meeting new people He liked to see new places. 
Then his work was interesting? Interesting? Why. it was 


wonderful! He didn't know how he had the nerve to take a salary 
for it. 

He wasn't putting me on. It wasn't an act. He was neither 
the hearty, back-slapping type nor the Life Can Be Beautiful 
sort of bromidic missionary. He was just a guy. met by chance, 
who turned out to be hugely enjoying his passing It had been- 
years since I last heard such a heartening or contagious 
reminder that life may be full of fun and adventure. 

Since happiness is. I suppose, the elusive goal of all of us. 
such rare birds as this always seem more enviable than those 
who have attained mere fame or fortune. 


Brief as the encounter was. I’d gotten the impression of 
meeting a man with a priceless gift. 

In a w ay. I suppose, it is child like. Just as a child, trusting, 
naive and uncomplicated, faces each day with interest, ex¬ 
citement and the spirit of discovery, so this salesman seemed to 


be charmed with the ability to see pleasures and delights in 
every commonplace experience. It could not said to be 
ignorance, immaturity or innocence. He proved to be well-read, 
informed and knowledgeable. It was not a calculated, at- 
titudindal happiness that he generated, but entirely natural. 
"Built-in happiness." I found myself thinking. 

You couldn't for a minute imagine this fellow bored or 
disgruntled or defeated. Wliatever it was he possessed - call it 
zest, enthusiasm, curiosity or what you will — he was constantly 
exposed to happiness. It would come to him easily, effortlessly, 
though there are other men. desperate for it. who cannot buy or 
borrow it. 

I found myself thinking of some words of wisdom on this 
subject by Harry Golden, the Carolina philosopher, who opined 
that for most of us happiness is no more or less than a moment of 
fulfillment, the moment for which all expectation has been 
aroused. 


Such moments come to everyone — the moment the plane 
touches its wheels to the ground when you’re coming home, the 
moment of a promotion or a raise in pay. the moment a girl says 
"yes'' or a baby utters its first word, the transient moments of 
tangible rewards tor patience or endeavor. 


We cherish these moments because they are so rare, 
because very often they happen to us only by chance or by ac¬ 
cident, Happiness comes along, in other words, just as grief 
often does, as a surprise. Hang around long enough and it is 
bound to strike. 


Not so with the salesman, if 1 judge him rightly. He con¬ 
fidently anticipates gemutlichkeit around every corner, ac¬ 
tively seeks it out and welcomes it by constant expectation, -a 
man going someplace where happiness will surely happen and'. 
I'm reasonably sure, giving as much as he takes.

It was interesting to read 
the report on the David Cass- 
Beggs address to the Van¬ 
couver Electric Club in w hich 
he stated the power authority 
is considering construction of 
tunnels through mountains to 
transport gas and power. He 
further stated coasideration of 
transporting hydro by direct 
current and that the capacity 
of the 50,000 volt a-c system 
from the Peace could be 
quadruplet! without adding 
more lines if it was organized 
as a direct current route. 

It is ironic that after some 49 
years and after mankind has 
brought al>out his own energy- 
crisis that the benefits of 
traasportation of electricity 
by high voltage underground 
direct current is now about to 
lx* considered 

In 1925 a continental 
hydrology plan was proposed 
to the tf.S government All 
data was correlated and 
researched by Technical 
Alliance, a group of scientists, 
engineers and economists 
with aid of Columbia 
University. The plan lays 
down the specification for 
underground traasmission of 
electricity at 1.000,000 volts 
direct current for the primary- 
lines. This current could be 
transmitted 3.000 miles with a 
transmission loss of ap¬ 
proximately 10 per cent. The 
creation of reservoirs would 
control those areas now 
subjected to flooding and 
erosion, raise the water table 
level over large areas, 
possible reclamation of waste 
lands and prevention of desert 
growth. 


The plan was rejected by 
the American government 
and now. after almost 40 
years, provincial, state and 
federal governments are 
embarking on their own ill- 
thought-out schemes to 
provide sufficient energy to 
meet their immediate needs. 

One cannot help but 
question the enormous ex¬ 
pense that must be extracted 
from the consumer to finance 
the delivery of oil and gas 
from the far north to the 
southern areas for a possible 
duration before depletion of 
eight to 15 years. Would not 
that sum be more beneficially 
spent on a continental 
hydrology system that would 
provide energy and other 
benefits for the life of this 
planet?

on the wrist'

It’s illegal to discriminate in employment on the basis of 


But it’s going to take much more than a simple law to give 
both men and women freedom in employment. 

Walk into just about any office building and you quickly see 
that some jobs are only for women and some are only for men. 
The worst-paying jobs are for the women, of course. 

The new Human Rights Code (still to be fully proclaimed) is 
stronger legislation than before and will have staff to enforce it. 
Director Kathleen Ruff promises "energetic” enforcement of 
the new code. 

What is needed, beyond making it illegal to discriminate, is 
a revolution in the minds of people that all jobs are performed 
by people, and that the sex of the person is nearly always 
irrelevant. 

The revolution of the mind will be necessary to end the 
ghetto employment. And it should work both ways. 

During the last world war, it was suddenly found (surprise, 
surprise) that women could do many "men’s” jobs. In the 
shipyards, they worked as riveters and welders. In England, 
they took over from men in engineering plants. 

There was a time, a great many years ago, when 
secretaries were often male. Now they are almost universally 
female. There is no reason, of course, except that employers 
have found that women are cheaper to hire than men. 

This is really why we have ghetto employment but it is 
doubtful that employers can hang onto this low-wage advantage 
much longer, because that attitude of women today is not that of 
yesterday. 

Today’s women, especially those under 35, don’t want any 
more "special concessions" which frequently turn out to be no 
concessions at all. After all, if the man who holds the door open 


for you has just closed it at a job interview when you wanted a 
"man's job,” then he isn’t being a gentleman but is really 
calling you a second-class citizen. 

Trade unions should be in the vanguard of the drive to gain 
true equality in employment, both in hirihg and in promotions, 
but all too often they are silent. It is a strange commentary that 
the leadership of some unions with predominantly female 
members should be predominantly male. 

A few unions have even embodied wage discrimination 
against women into their contracts, but new provincial law 
forbids this. 

All the laws in the world, however, will not rectify the 
situation. All of us, but especially those who wield power over 
hiring and promotions, must start to actively consider men and 
women as people. 

One way to recognize when that day has come will be when 
the great downtown office emporiums hire some men to work 
the customer counters and front desks — instead of only young 
mini-skirted women.

Four B.C. cement firms — 
including Butler Brothers and 
Ocean Construction Supplies 
of Victoria — have been fined 
a total ot $432,000 tor con¬ 
spiring to curb competition by 
fixing prices. 

The fines, among the 
highest of their kind ever 
imposed in Canada, were 
intended to be "more than a 
slap on the wrist,” Mr. Justice 
Harry McKay said in U-C 
Supreme Court in Vancouver. 

The firms pleaded guilty to 
charges, laid under the 
Combines Investigation Act. 
of conspiring between 1962 
and 1971 “to unduly limit 
competition” by either fixing 
prices among tliemselves for 
cement and ready-mix con¬ 
crete. or by a bidding con 
spiracy which ensured one of 
their firms would be the 
successful bidder on con¬ 
struction jobs. 

Butler Brothers and the 
Victoria branch of Ocean 
Construction were charged 
with "conspiring to allocate 
construction contracts” for 
ready-mix in the Victoria 
area 

Ocean and members of the 
1-ifarge group of companies 


faced the same charge as well 
as a charge of price fixing. 

Metro Concrete Ltd. was 
charged with conspiring with 
Ocean and Latarge between 
March 1970 and December 
1971 to allocate ready mix 
contracts. 

Ocean was fined a total of 
$220,000. Butler Brothers was 
fined $15,000. Lafarge. 
$190,000. and Metro. $7,000. 

All fines must be paid by 
April 30. 

Announcing the fine to be 
imposed on Butler Brothers, 
McKay said he was taking into 
consideration the testimony ol 
company president Clause 
Butler. 

"He went into the witness j 
box. explained how hjs ] 
company became involved in J 
the illegal activity, expressed I 
remorse and stated in clear I 
terms that his company would I 
not become involved in such | 
activity in the future . . .

Explaining the regional 
takeover mechanics to the 
board at its final meeting was 
Capital Region District 
executive director Dennis 
Young. 

He told the board 
regionalization would mean 
little real change in service 
either for staff or for the 
public in the immediate 
future. 

The main benefits would be 
rationalization of the 
.‘'somewhat fragmented 
structure of health delivery” 
and in equalizing costs borne 
by local area residents. 

The new service will be 
financed 70 per cent by the 
provincial government and 30 
per cent through local 
property taxes. 

Longer term changes 
forecast by Young included 
the expansion of the non- 
therapeutic dental program — 
now serving school district 61 
and parts of 62 and 63 — to 
serving the four regional 
School districts. 

Main concern voiced by 
Metro Health Board members 
Was that school boards would 
have no direct involvement or 
j ^representation in regional 
f ^health government. 

| The demise of the Metro 
!;Health Board marks the

I Meetings with two successive

r The board was originally 


formed in September, 1961 by 
the amalgamation of the 
Victoria-Esquimalt Health

school board trustees. The 
Metro staff was composed of 
eight different employee 
groups. 


City council has discussed 
tentative ideas for en¬ 
couraging banks in the 
downtown area to vacate the 
valuable commercial pace 
they occupy in their buildings 
at street level.

Gye explained once the 
inventory was taken and each 
tree graded, a treatment 
program should be initiated, 
the most urgent cases 
receiving top priority. 

He said a similar program 
had been carried out in 
Beacon Hill Park in the 1960s 
with every tree being given a 
number and treatment 
course. The program, he said, 
had been instrumental in 
saving several. 

The Gary Oak was 
described as a threatened 
species by Warren and the 
committee agreed that Oak 
Bay should start a Gary Oak 
nursery. 


Aldermen want street levels cleared 


policies for the downtown 
area. But on this occasion they 
were in full agreement with 
Bawlf. 

“We agree 100 per cent that 
financial institutions have a. 
deadening effect at street 
level,” said Lloyd Davies, 
president of the Downtown 
Business Association. 

He said the banks should be 
encouraged to relocate their 
operations to upper floors, 
leaving the ground floor for 
more interesting and colorful 
forms of commercial activity. 

Bawlf said at least some of 
the banks must be considering 
redevelopment proposals, and 
at the time such changes take 
place council will try to en¬ 


courage the institutions to 
move to mezzanines or sub- 
floor accommodation. 

The discussion arose during 
consideration of the Central 
Area Study, a planning 
department report outlines a 
wholesale revamping of 
zoning strategy for the 
downtown area and its im¬ 
mediate hinterland. 

Various committee 
members expressed doubts 
concerning the development 
restraints proposed in the 
study. Specifically, they were 
skeptical that the three-to-one 
floor space ratio over most of 
the downtown core would 
provide sufficient economic 
inducement for developers to 
provide residential ac¬ 


commodation in the upper 
storeys of commercial 
buildings. 

Said stand-in member John 
Hayes (deputising for Eaton's 
manager Reg Hind): “For 
anything you have to pay 
more than $15 or $16 per 
square foot it's just not 
feasible to build ac¬ 
commodation for residential 
purposes.” 

Hayes said the No. 1 fire 
district covering the down¬ 
town area requires masonry 
buildings, which cost between 
$5 and $10 per square foot 
more to build than frame 
construction apartments. Yet. 
to be competitive, the cen¬ 
trally-located buildings have 
to offer reasonable rents to 


attract such tenants as office 
workers and senior citizens. 

"Everyone wants .to see 
people living downtown but 
the number of people living 
here is declining every year.” 
he said. 

“If we want a vibrant 
downtown we are going to 
have to bring the people in, 
and zoning is the one way to 
stimulate this.” 

Aldermen replied that 
adequate incentives to 
developers seem toexist in the 
form of special “bonus'* 
zoning concessions, which 
allow density limits to be 
exceeded in direct proportion 
to the amount of residential 
floor space provided. 

An example of this was the 
proposed office-commercial- 
residential development 
planned for the Capitol 
theatre site, said Bawlf.

person in or near the Oak Bay 
Beaoh Hotel in the presence of 
one of more persons.” 

Prosecutor Peter Birkett 
said the two undressed in a 
car parked near the hotel, 
went in the front door and ran 
through the lobby, pausing 
briefly to shout and thus at¬ 
tract the attention of a group 
at a wedding reception. 

Birkett said they then ran to 
the door of the hotel’s Snug 
bar, stood in the doorway and 
shouted and jumped up and 
down before running out a side 
door to the car. 

But police kept them from 
getting to the car and their 
clothing. The streaking oc¬ 
curred at about 10:30 p.m. 
and, around 1 a.m. Sunday, 
Olson appeared at the police 
station to admit the offence —

“There’s nothing wrong 


with youthful exuberance," 
said Ostler. “If we can’t have 
that, we’re going to have a 
pretty depressing world.” 

He added' the usual 
streaking might bring a 
charge of nudity in public at 
worst. But the way Olson did 
it, jumping up and down and 
hollering, “offends people . . . 
it’s quite inexcusable. People 
shouldn’t have to put up with 
it.” The fine was a modest $50. 

Munn then called as the 
second streaker, pleaded 
guilty and told Ostler he was 
leaving April 20 for Australia 
and had been advised by a 
lawyer it was possible the 
conviction might cause 'im¬ 
migration officials to bar him 
from making the move. 

Birkett opposed a discharge 
which would allow Munn to go, 
so Ostler asked the prosecutor 
to check with the immigration 
people and report back next 
week. He indicated he might 
allow a discharge because loss 
of the move would be too 
harsh a punishment.

Oak Bay council's work 
committee started the initial 
chopping of its proposed 
$430,933 capital works budget 
this week. 

Items to get the axe in¬ 
cluded $57,231 for road im¬ 
provements on Monteith, 
$5,211 for street lighting on 
Hampshire between Oak Bay 
and McNeil, and $7,700 for a 
1 , 100 -foot walk at the 
municipal park on the edge of 
Oak Bay Marina’s car park.

LONDON — Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson's new Labor 
government unveiled several 
pieces of legislation in this 
week’s Speech from the 
Throne that opened the British 
Parliament, 

Although many of the 
measures in the throne speech 
had been predicted, political 
observers appear divided on 
what effect they will have on 
Labor's minority position in 
the House of Commons. 


Some feel the proposed 
legislation is not completely 
unpalatable to the opposition, 
at least at this stage, although 
they concede there may be 
some opposition later on. 
Embodied in the legislation 
are food subsidies, the 
renegotiation of Britain's 
Common Market entry terms 
to be followed by a referen 
dum, and sweeping plans for 
prices, industry, building, 
land and education. 


The government proposes 
exploitation of North Sea oil in 
ways that will give maximum 
benefits to the country, 
particularly Scotland. 

While there was no mention 
of nationalization plans in the 
throne speech, the govern¬ 
ment intends to explore ways 
of bringing about fair prices 
for key foods, including food 
subsidies where appropriate 
There would be increases 
for Britain's 7'* million old 


age pensioners and hikes in 
oilier social security benefits. 

Wilson followed through on 
an election promise by 
proposing that the con¬ 
troversial Industrial 
Relations Act, designed to 
assist in settling industrial 
disputes, be scrapped.

TOKYO - A hijacking 
drama involving 426 people 
and a jumbo jet ended without 
injury this week. 

A young man hijacked a 
Boeing 747 on a flight from 
Tokyo to Okinawa, allowing 
the plane to land on schedule 
He also permitted 152 women, 
children and elderly men to 
disembark. 

For several hours, however, 
the hijacker held the 
.remaining passengers on 
board and demanded money, 
parachutes and mountain 
climbing equipment. 

Four policemen disguised 
as airport workers managed 
to board the plane while food 
and drinks were being served 
and arrested the hijacker. 

Threats a crime 

WASHINGTON - The U S. 
senate has passed a bill 
making it a federal offence to 
threaten tc hijack an airplane. 

It already is a federal offence 
to carry out a hijacking. The 
new law provides for a five- 
year prison term and a 
maximum fine of $5,000 if 
convicted. 

Karen injured 

OTTAWA - Karen 
Magnussen has been forced to 
hang up her skates for 10 days 
following a fall during her 
performance in Ice Capades 
here. 

One of her skates hit a patch 
of paint on the ice, causing her 
to tumble into the scenery, 
scratching one arm and in¬ 
juring her calf. 

Orly struck 

PARIS — The rotating 
strike by Air Canada ticket 
and reservation employees 
struck at Orly Airport here 
Tuesday, tying up flights in 
and out of the French capital. 

Employees say they are not 
satisfied with negotiations to 
cover their expenses in a 
move to the new Charles de 
Gaulle Airport. 

Ticket and communication 
agents maintained their 


rotating work stoppage at 
points in Canada following 
initial walkouts at Toronto 
and Montreal earlier in the 
week. 

The workers, members of 
the Canadian Airline Em¬ 
ployees Association, launched 
the rotating strike and work- 
to-rule campaign to protest 
what they term a lack of 
progress in mediation of a 
contract dispute. 

Divorce reform 

TORONTO - Husbands and 
wives should be equal 
financial partners in 
marriage, the Ontario Law 
Reform Commission has told 
the legislature. 

In the event of a divorce, 
each partner in the marriage 


should be entitled to an equal 
share in the combined assets 
acquired during the marriage. 

The report, which was 
begun more than seven years 
ago, also advocates among its 
229 recommendations that 
legislative discrimination 
between children born in and 
outside a marriage be ended; 
that a new system of family 
courts be established and that 
support services, such as 
family counselling, should be 
provided for family courts.

Victoria's Most Trusted Name for 70 Years 
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Autoplan given rough ride 


Lower Mainland and Fraser 
Valley auto body shop owners 
have voted to reject the In¬ 
surance Corporation of B.C. 
(ICBC) work rate, but Vic¬ 
toria owners seem generally 
satisfied with what they’re 
getting. 

In a stormy meeting in 
Burnaby last week, 90 per cent 
of the Lower Mainland and 
Fraser Valley operators voted 
to reject the ICBC offer of $14 
per hour plus 10 per cent for 
materials work or 25 per cent 
for paint work. 

Shop owners passed a 
motion recommending that 
individual members impose a 
minimum surcharge of $1.25 
per hour, but apparently 
many owners abstained from 
the vote. 

Lloyd Kinneard, secretary- 
manager of the Automotive 
Retailers' Assocation, which 
represents the majority of 


B.C. auto body shops, said 
many Lower Mainland-Fraser 
Valley operators, “said they 
can’t live with the government 
payment.” 

The ARA voted to take a poll 
of all B.C. body shops hefore 
resuming negotiations with 
ICBC. 

ARA groups in northern and 
central Vancouver Island 
have already voted rejection 
of the ICBC offer and most are 
charging from $1.50 to $2 an 
hour above the agreed rates. 

The owners voted to meet 
again before April 1, bht did 
not set an exact date. 

John Bell, of Advance 
Collision in Victoria, said he 
“didn’t mind” the $14 per hour 
plus rate, but was a bit 
worried about what would 
happen April 1. 

April 1 is the date set for a 
65 cent an hour increase for 
most auto repairmen in B.C. 


“I guess I’d like just enough 
to cover the men’s raises on 
April 1. If they <ICBC> don’t 
grant that, then it’ll have to 
come out of our pockets. 

“1 don’t really know who 
we’ll renegotiate with if we 
don t get that raise,” Bell 
said. 

But generally. Bell said, he 
is satisifed with the Autoplan 
set up. 

"If Autoplan works properly 
then we ll save time on 
estimates.” 

There have been some 
discrepancies between how 
long the Autoplan adjusters 
thought it would take to do a 
certain job and how long the 
body shop actually took. Bell 
said, but he feels those 
problems will go away as soon 
as Autoplan becomes more 
organized. 

“Whenever tiiat happens, I 
just phone them (the ICBC 


claims adjusters) and tell 
them what is happening and 
they are really good about it." 

Rick Gilman, of Alpha Paint 
and Auto Body Ltd. on Bum- 
side. said he was “pretty 
much satisfied” with the ICBC 
rate and hadn't encountered 
many discrepancies between 
estimates aYid actual work 
time. 

Lou Farrell, owner of 
Meston's Auto Body, said his 
company is watching 
Autoplan work ’’very 

closely." 

“This is still strictly on a 
trial basis. A lot depends on 
how tight they (ICBC 
estimators) are with their 
estimating." 

Farrell said that so far. the 
estimators have been “very 
conservative" on their 
estimates of how long it will 
take to do a job.

Strachan 

outlines 

choices 


The Insurance Corporation 
of B.C. has several alter¬ 
natives to chose from if its 
agreement with B.C. auto 
body shops falls through. 
Transport Minister Robert 
Strachan told the legislature 
this week. 

Auto shop owners have 
threatened to charge drivers a 
surcharge on car repairs but 
Strachan said he doesn't 
"anticipate” it will happen 
since ICBC can turn to other 
methods of car repair. 

The system formerly used 
by private companies, where 
the driver obtains three 
estimates and choses the 
lowest, could be re- 
instituated, said Strachan, but 
the estimates are a “cost” to 
body shops and some ef¬ 
ficiency would be lost. 

Other alternatives open to 
ICBC, he said, would be: 

— making individual 
agreements with auto body 
shops 

— certifying shops on the 
basis of set standards and 
dealing only with those shops. 

— setting up auto body 
shops of its own. 


Strachan said he hopes 
agreement will be reached 
with auto body shops but the 
government will consider the 
alternatives if negotiations 
break down completely. 

The minister in charge of 
Autoplan had announced 
earlier that an agreement was 
reached with the Automotive 
Retailers Association to pay 
all auto shops $14 an hour, plus 
10 per cent for materials or 25 
per cent for paint work. 

Since the agreement was 
announced, however, 128 
Lower Mainland and Fraser 
Valley body shop owners have 
voted to reject the offer and 
have pledged they will levy a 
$1.25 an hour surcharge on car 
repairs. 

Strachan said the ARA has 
agreed, since that vote, to 
take another written vote of 
all body shop owners to gfet a 
"clear indication” of their 
positions before the govern¬ 
ment takes any further ac¬ 
tions. 

“I certainly don’t anticipate 
the surcharge being part of 
normal procedures." he said. 


Certificates 
show gets 

on the road 


The Insurance Corporation 
of B.C. (ICBC) this week 
started mailing out drivers’ 
insurance certificates to the 
1.35 million motorists in the 
province. 

AH drivers should have their 
certificates and brochures 
and guides to Autoplan, by 
mid-April, an ICBC 
spokesman said. 

Norman Bortnick, ICBC 
vice-president and general 
manager, said that although 
the certificate is required to 
make a driver's licence valid, 
the certificate and the licence 
are "separate and distinct." 

"Drivers’ licences are 
renewabh every five years, 
while the insurance certificate 
is valid only for a year at a 
time, expiring on the holder’s 
birthday,” Bortnick said. 

For the first year of 
operations, drivers will be 
assessed depending on their 
birthday date. After that, 
certificates will be issued once 
a year. 

When motorists receive 
their certificate in the mail, 
they must sign it and mail the 
certificate, with a cheque, 
back to ICBC. 

Any driver who has not 
received a certificate by mail 


by mid-April will be able to 
apply in person at any Motor 
Vehicle Branch office. 

Mo6t B.C. drivers will pay 
only the $10 fee for their 
certificate but persons with 
six or more points on their 
licences will pay anywhere 
from $46-$410 for a 12-month 
period. 

Bortnick said the purpose of 
the certificates is "to rssure 
that both vehicle owners and 
drivers share appropriately in 
the costs of insurance.” Both 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
have similar driver certificate 
systems. 

Anyone caught without a 
valid driver certificate after 
July 1, 1974 will face a 
minimum $250 fine.

The Canadian Union of 
Public Employees has applied 
for certification to represent 
540 claims centre employees 
of the Insurance Corporation 
of B.C. 

The application, made 
Monday, followed a 10-day 
drive to sign up eligible 
members through the 
province.

Doug Day and Roy Woolsey 
have been added to the 
growing list of those who have 
earned recognition at the 
Victoria Sports Celebrity 
Dinner for their devotion and 
outstanding service to sport. 

Day, who for many years 
has worked in the background 
with his quiet, self-effacing 
manner, was selected as the 
1974 winner of the Sportsman- 
of-the-Year Award, And 
Woolsey, a retired Victoria 
police officer, was selected to 
receive the Distinguished 
Service Award, added to the 
trophy list last year to honor 
those who have served the 
Greater Victoria athletic 
community over a lengthy 
period of time. 

Former cricketer and 
soccer goalkeeper with 
Canadian Scottish, Alcos and 
Oak Bay teams, Day has 
made his biggest contribution 
to soccer as an executive of 
the Lower Island Junior and 
Juvenile Soccer Association. 
He was elected its president in 
1960 and remained in that 
capacity for 10 seasons. 

From that organization, 
Day moved on to accept the 
position as president of the 
Victoria and District Soccer 


with 19 and 21-strikeout 
games. He allowed only 11 hits 
in the four games he pitched in 
the Canadian championship, 
didn't allow an earned run and 
didn't lose a game. He also 
contributed a grand-slam 
home run. 

The dedicated Cullin, 27, is 
probably the best singles 
sculler Victoria has had in the 
past two decades. He finished 
third, by six feet, in the 
Canadian Henley, and he 
earned a silver and gold 
medal at the Canada Games 
last summer. He won the 
single sculls handily, then 
teamed with Vancouver’s 
John Wilkinson to win a silver 
medal in the double sculls 
although they had never 
rowed competitively as a 
team before that effort. 

Miss Mainwaring, an all¬ 
round athlete who has also 
done well in track and field 
and field hockey, won because 
of her ability as a basketball 
player. Named the most 
valuable player in the Van¬ 
couver Island basketball 
tournament in 1973, she 
carried on to win a similar 
honor in the Canadian junior 
final. There, she led Saints to 
the championship and, of 
course, was voted to the all- 
star team. 

She was unable to be 
present to receive the award 
in person, having left on 
Sunday with the Canadian 
national team for a basketball 
tour of Brazil. 

Accepting the trophy, 
presented by Saanich MLA 
Hugh Curtis, for Miss 
Mainwaring was Mairi Anne 
Longmore, also a member of 
the Saints. 

Saints, who have been 
together for quite a number of 
years, are so good that they 
have been competing out of 
their age group for two years 
with outstanding success. 

They won the Canadian 
juvenile championship in 1972, 
and were so far superior that 
coach Moe Turner moved 
them into junior competition 
last year although they had 
two seasons left in juvenile 
competition. Thev breezed 
through the B.C. cham¬ 
pionship, and then won the 
Canadian junior cham¬ 
pionship impressively against 
their older opponents. 

This season. Turner moved 
them into senior competition, 
and while there isn’t going to 
be a Canadian title this year, 
they won the championship of 
their league, beating out 
Vancouver BuzzBombs. the 
team which prevailed in 
league playoffs and then went 
on to win Dominion honors 
last weekend. 

Track-star Bob McLaren 
was the first winner of the 
male athlete-of-the-year 
award, and was followed by 
gymnast Rick Johnson, 
wrestler Taras Hyrb, racing- 
driver Gary Kershaw, golfer 
Dave Mick and cyclist Tom 
Morris. 

Female winners starting 
with basketball-star Mary 
Coutts in 1968, have been track 
and field stars Anne 
Langdale. Penny May and Jill 
Pelland and golfer Dale Shaw. 
Miss May is the only two-time 
winner, having been chosen in 
1970 and 1972.

Ginnell looks ahead 


While he’s still convinced 
his Victoria Cougars can 
make the Western Canada 
Hockey League playoffs this 
season, Pat Ginnell is thinking 
of prospects for seasons to 
come.

While public input is a worthwhile objective in deter¬ 
mining integrated ressource management policy, the actual 
decision-making apparatus should be left in the hands of 
professions. 

This general rule applies to all fields of endeavor dealing 
with our natural resources. 

In the final analysis, only foresters are competent enough to 
make the decisions about silviculture and only fish and wildlife 
biologists have the necessary background to determine policies 
governing hunting and fishing. 

Their decisions, by the same token, should take informed 
public opinion into account. 

Jack Radford, the minister of recreation and conservation 
deserves a vote of thanks for his stand on this position during the 
present sitting of the legislature. 

In reply to some criticism of the fish and wildlife branch, 
Radford stated: 

“Actually I rely on my people in the field: Decisions on 
managing game are done in Victoria by somebody behind a 
desk; they are now done by the people who live in the areas, in 
the regions and in the field. These are the people making the 
decisions. 

“We will not make, arrange and have game management 
by petition. We will listen to petitions, but our people are 
professionals. 

Many resort owners, game guides, hunting and fishing club 
members have for years felt they could do a better job of 
managing wildlife resources than do the biologists. Interference 
like this can be dangerous. 

In Vermont during the 1960s, a combination of physical and 
climatic factors plus public pressure to end the hunting of an¬ 
tlerless deer placed the herds of that state in a deteriorating 
position from which they may never fully recover. The 
biologists, who said all along that an increased harvest of an¬ 
tlerless animals would have corrected the situation, were 
ignored in the face of political expediency. 

Luckily, for the present, such will not be the case in British 
Columbia. 

“We are not going to play politics within this branch. If the 
animals are in danger and there is not enough to go around, the 
yeason will be closed. We are managing by a logical means, not 
by political means in this branch any longer,” said Radford. 

The decisions that have to be made are tough enough for 
professionals. 

Ian Smith, the regional wildlife biologist for Vancouver 
Island, soon must make decision that illustrates the complexity 
of the problems facing resource managers. 

Smith must determine the size of habitat needed to preserve 
the last remaining marmots on Vancouver Island. How big an 
area is needed to preserve a unique species that will probably 
become extinct if some effort isn’t made to place a buffer zone 
around the region the animals inhabit? 

And while Smith doesn't say so, there must be some 
thoughts in the back of his mind that nature, and not man, might 
be in the process of eliminating a redundant species. After all, 
evolution prompted extinction of many life-forms before men 
came into the picture.

James Bay community 
school will cost 15 per cent 
more per pupil than an 
average school, said board 
chairman Peter Bunn. 

This extra cost, said Bunn, 
should come from “other 
branches of government and 
the city of Victoria to quite an 
extent." 

Estimated extra cost of 
special staff at James Bay is 
around $55,000 for the first 
year. Some of these, such as 
two community activities co¬ 
ordinators, would be mainly 
concerned with programs for 
adults in the community. 

Trustee Lavinia Greenwood 
suggested the board agree to 
assume the extra costs of the 
community school on an in¬ 
terim basis, and then set up a 
committee to find other 
sources of money. 

The board is organizing a 
seminal* on community 
schools to which aldermen 
from the four core 


municipalities and regional 
board members will be in¬ 
vited. 

But Bunn warned that 
bringing city aldermen to 
water won’t necessarily make 
them drink. 

The board has already- 
made “an attempt to change 


rigid minds," said Bunn. "We 
tried by inviting people to a 
community schools seminar." 

Aldermen, including city 
Aid. Alf Hood, left the seminar 
last October impressed with 
community schools but less 
sure about their willingness to 
help pay for them. 


Ferries' 
sail past

St. Christopher s swapped 
hands again when the late 
John Timmis bought it and 
had Miss Gwyneth Edwards, 
who is now retired in Victoria, 
run it as headmistress for six 


years. 


Like to buy a school? 

There’s one for sale, a little 
Tudor-style building on tree- 
lined Currie Road, beside 
Windsor Park and a seagull’s 
hop from Oak Bay Marina. 

You could buy the building 
and maybe turn it into a 
number of private residences 
or even keep it going as a 
school. 

But what you couldn’t buy is 
the concept of what is best for 
the youngsters taking their 
first steps down the road of 
learning; a concept of a kind 
of education that has been the 
belief of St. Christopher’s 
School for 61 years. 

Faith McNeel-Caird, 
headmistress for the last 19 
years, stunned parents of 
children attending the private 
school a few days ago with 
news of the end. 

'it is with great sadness 
amd deep regret that I have to 
announce that St. 
Christopher’s will not be 
operating next year," began 
the letter each child took 
home at the end of the school 
day. ‘‘We shall close down at 
the end of June.” 

For most parents, the an¬ 
nouncement was a shock and 
it was even more discon¬ 
certing to learn that the school 
they believe in is a casualty of 
the rising cost of living. 

‘‘The operating costs of the 
school liavegoue up by 100 per 
cent during the last 18 months, 
and we see no lessening of 
pressure in the future,” Mrs. 
Caird's letter explained. “Our 
numbers returning for next 
September are very small 
and, unless we radically 
raised our fees, we cannot 


this school year but when it 
began last September that 
number had dropped to 63. It 
has since picked up to 69 but 
the school has never made up 
the fees lost. 

"We have to be ensured of 
the numbers,” Mrs. Caird 
said. "Right now, we have 
only three children who have 
been enrolled again for next 
September, whereas at this 
time last year the number was 
12. We only have 26 in the 
kindergarten now and we had 
35 last year.” 

Mrs. Caird's husband, A. C. 
"Sandy" Caird, a teacher at 
Glenlyon private boys' school 
for 17 years, believes the 
higher cost of living today is 
whittling away the number of 
parents able to send their 
children to this type of school. 

"Anyway, with the drop in 
numbers, higher teacher 
salaries and huge increases in 
operating costs makes it too 
risky for one person to finance 
a school like this," Mrs. Caird 
said. 

St. Christopher’s was 
founded in 1913 by Miss Mary 
Ashworth, who died in Vic¬ 
toria three years ago. At first 
the school stood on the corner 
of Windsor and Newport, now 
the site of a Texaco station. It 
was moved to the old house 
adjacent to the present school 
in 1915 and St. Clu isluplici 
as it stands now, was built in 
1931. 

Miss Ashworth ran the little 
school, assisted by two 
teachers, for 33 years until the 
late Ian Simpson, then 
headmaster of Glenlyon, 
bought it in 1946. Simpson’s 
son Hamish is now head¬ 
master of Glenlyon. 


than public schools, she 
believes this can be a great 
advantage to children 
beginning the learning 
process. 

"The idea behind the 
Froebel method of teaching is 
that children learn through 
activities," said Mrs. Caird. 
"Here they don’t sit in rows, 
they learn in groups, and the 
teacher is there just to guide 
and help children, not to 
dictate to them or dominate 
them. I am not a chalk-and- 
talk teacher.” 


Last summer was the 60th 
anniversary of St. 
Christopher’s School and 
many former pupils and staff 
members came from near and 
far to attend the celebrations, 
including Eilbeck Wilson, one 
of the school’s first pupils who 
now is retired at Qualicum 
Beach 

Now it’s all to end. 

Shortly after Mrs. Caird’s 
announcement, she was 
flooded by appeals from 
parents to “try to keep the 
school going. ” 


But she doesn't believe it’s 
possible and she certainly 
doesn't believe putting up the 
fees is the answer. 

"Two years ago we raised 
the fees $5 a month and then 
the numbers started dropping, 
so you gain nothing,” Mrs. 
Caird explained. 

Fees at St. Christopher’s, 
$90 a year for kindergarten 
classes and $135 a year for the 
grades when the Caird’s took 
over, are now $350 a year for 
kindergarten amd $500 for the 
grades. 


Publishers remote but professional 

UNREAL REALITY 


If you’ve any interest in 
books and writing, you 
probably have a mental 
picture of what a publishing 
house ought to be like; an 
excited metropolitan 
gathering place where urbane 
or eccentric literati 
congregate for an endless 
round of editorial conferences 
and cocktail receptions. 

Well, it might be like that in 
New York, even Toronto, 

But to get an idea of what 
it's like at Vancouver Island’s 
publishing companies, just 
imagine the complete op¬ 
posite. • 

Even their location is a bit 
unreal. 

The phone book gives a 
Sydney address, but even 
Sidney is much too urban for 
Hancock House and Gray’s 
Publishing. 

To get to Hancock House 
you go up Pat Bay Highway to 
Island View Road and then 
drive right down to the 
water’s edge and there, all by 
itself, is an old white house 
that serves as the office of one 
of Western Canada’s newest 
and fastest-growing 
publishers. 

Gray’s, a 10-year-old firm 
with a solid reputation in the 
book business, is even more 
remote. First you find Deep 
Cove and somewhere up 
there, on a mountainside 
overlooking Pat Bay, is a 
renovated chicken barn. 
That’s it. 

Pretentious? Hardly. But 
professional? Yes. 

They’re regional publishers 
and they don’t pretend to be 
otherwise 

While the New York 
publishers try to outbid each 
other for The Important New 
Novel of the Season, and while 
the Toronto publishers 
struggle for survival and 
moan about the lack of a 
Canadian identity, these 
Islanders quietly, efficiently 
go about their business of 
publishing and promoting the 
kind of down-to-earth local 
material that people buy and 
read. 

For Gray Campbell, it all 
started in 1962. John Windsor, 
a blind war veteran whom 
Campbell met at a creative 
writing course, had written a 


Hancock 

book called Blind Date. 
Eastern publishers didn't 
want it, but Campbell liked it 
and got the idea of printing 
and marketing it himself, 
under the name Gray’s 
Publishing. 

"The book was an instant 
success,” Campbell recalls, 
"and I started getting 
manuscripts from all over the 
country." 

But for the most part 
Campbell stuck with B.C. 
writers, who have contributed 
all but a few of the 36 books he 
has published. Almost all of 
the actual printing is also done 
in B.C., either Vancouver or 
Victoria. 

A former Mountie and 
cattle rancher, Campbell has 
shown a special fondness for 
books that reflect the "great 
outdoors" spirit so charac¬ 
teristic of British Columbia. 

The firm’s two most suc¬ 
cessful books, though vastly 
different, have this same 
common denominator of a 
people’s appreciation for their 
land. 

Son of Raven, Son of Deer — 
written by native Indian 
George Clutesi — has had a 
total printing of 70,000 copies, 
including 40,000 for the 
provincial education 
department for use as a school 
textbook. 


Gray 


The other top-seller is 
Pacific Gardener, which was 
rejected as "too regional” by 
Eastern publishers, and has 
now reached a total printing of 
almost 30,000 copies. 

Other well-known Gray’s 
titles: 

—Kootenai Brown by 
William Rodney won the 
University of British 
Columbia medal for popular 
biography. 

—The Sea Was Our Village 
and Because The Horn Is 
There, both by Miles Smeeton, 
are being distributed by the 
Book-of-the-Month Club in the 
United States. 

—Wild Flowers of British 
Columbia, by the late Lewis J. 
Clark of Victoria, an ex¬ 
pensive, lavishly - illustrated 
volume, was named out¬ 
standing book from English- 
Canada at last year's In¬ 
ternational Book Fair in 
Frankfurt, Germany. 

"It’s great fun working with 
authors and seeing their books 
get to the public," says 
Campbell. And if it weren’t for 
him. almost all of his author's 
books would never have got 
past the manuscript stage 

"I can’t afford to take the 
author on a Pierre Berton 
style cross-country tour,” he 
says. 


But for a book he believes 
in, he does take the risk of 
paying printing and design 
costs, offer professional 
editing services, and promote 
the final product with co¬ 
operation from the press and 
the booksellers. And the 
author gets the standard 
royalty of 10 per cent of retail 
sales. 

Hancock House was founded 
by former biologist David 
Hancock, who, like Campbell, 
recognized a need for regional 
publishing. 

"There have been lots of 
local people producing 
material of good quality which 
wasn’t applicable to a national 
market 

“I was into writing and 
filming," Hancock says, "and 
my main idea was to provide 
material which interprets the 
values of the wild to the 
public." 

The 10 titles he has 
published so far — since 1970 
— are strictly British 
Columbian and they reflect 
his own interest in the 
province’s wilderness, history 
and native Indian culture. 

Among the Hancock books 
still selling well in B.C. 
bookstores are Artifacts of the 
Northwest Coast, This Is 
Haida, Wild Islands and Birds 
of B.C. 

This year will be by far the 
biggest for the firm. Fifteen 
new books are coming out, 
including eight which will be 
in various stages of printing 
by the end of this month. 
Hancock is expecting a yearly 
gross of $250,000 — "which 
will put us right near the top of 
B.C. publishers.” 

Hancock thinks that vsNiile 
Canada's publishing industry 
as a whole "is. in poor shape, 
mainly because of foreign 
control of branch plants, there 
is presently a great upsurge 
by a few medium-size 
Canadian publishers. Our 
philosophy is that Canadian 
authors should be published 
by Canadian houses.” 

And Hancock says he is 
always eager to find new 
authors, especially those with 
quality non fiction Canadians 
that will have lasting appeal.

Further debate on the B.C. 
Egg Marketing Board issue 
was ruled out of order in the 
legislature Monday, despite 
formal protests by Liberal 
leader David Anderson. 

Anderson had attempted to 
re-introduce the subject 
during debate on the minister 
of finance’s estimates but 
committee chairman Carl

Liden (NDP—Delta) ruled 
that the issue had been 
thoroughly aired during the 
week long debate of the 
premier’s estimates. 

‘‘Your ruling is ludicrous,” 
said Anderson. 

Liden was formally 
challenged in his ruling but 
was sustained in a vote in 
which all opposition members 


supported Anderson’s 
challenge, but were defeated 
by the NDP majority. 

The Liberal leader argued 
that he had new information 
on the issue of Premier 
Barrett’s alleged intervention 
in the board’s operations 
which had never been can¬ 
vassed in two weeks of debate. 

The information was a

Vancouver Sun story which 
quoted Sy Kovachich as 
saying Barrett asked him 
what it would be worth to him 
to save the face of the egg 
marketing board. 

Barrett, according to 
Kovachich, mentioned at that 
time the figure of $7,500 which 
was finally agreed upon as the 
fine Kovachich paid for over¬ 


production on his egg quota. 

The premier has been ac¬ 
cused of interfering in 
operations of the egg board by 
ordering it to drop its court 
case against Kovachich and 
reduce its fine against the 
producer from $21,000 to 
$7,500. 

Barrett denied the in¬ 
terference and Anderson 
accused him of lying to the 
house. 

In response to the latest 
information introduced by 
Anderson, before being ruled 
out of order, Barrett said he 
did discuss the fine with 
Kovachich but at the end of 
the meeting he said it would 
be up to the lawyers on both 
sides to arrange a com¬ 
promise. 

According to Kovachich, 
Barrett told him the board 
would be willing to settle the 
fine for $15,000 but Kovachich 
said it was still too high. 

“I told him half of that — 
$7,500 — and he said okay, it’s 
up to the lawyers, then,” said 
Kovachich. 

Barrett said in the house the 
figures were settled by 
lawyers. 

“I’m getting a little fed-up 
with the cheapest politics I’ve 
ever seen in this house,” he 
said, although he told Liden he 
was willing to discuss the new 
information. 

Outside the house, after 
Liden’s ruling had been 
upheld, Anderson charged the 
government with closure. 

Anderson said the NDP has 
lost its "moral authority to 
rule.” 

Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald “is nothing but a 
partisan hack,” Anderson 
said, because he will not order 
a judicial inquiry into the 
charges levelled against 
Barrett. 



Wallace charged 
in rapport split 


Langley Socred Bob Mc¬ 
Clelland has charged Con¬ 
servative leader Scott 
Wallace with a breach of 
personal confidence which 
will "destroy much of the 
rapport that has been built up 
between opposition mem¬ 
bers.” 

In a written statement, 
McClelland said “it is with 
some regret that I must 
publicly express my disap¬ 
pointment with the recent 
actions by Oak Bay MLA Scott 
Wallace.” 

He was referring to 
Wallace’s disclosure last week 
that meetings had been held 
between opposition members 
to discuss the possibility of a 
united opposition party. 

Wallace made his statement 
to reporters after Highways 
Minister Graham Lea accused 
the opposition of holding 
secret meetings behind the 
backs of Socred leader Bill 
Bennett and Liberal leader 
David Anderson. 

"For my own part,” Mc¬ 
Clelland said in his rebuff of 
Wallace, “I have never denied 
that I have received offers to 
take part in the formation of a 


Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald is “placing the 
whole province under an in¬ 
verted bucket with no win¬ 
dows. no doors and very little 
air — therefore, no sunshine 
at all,” a Socred MLA charged 
this week.

McClelland also charged 
that Wallace failed to mention 
in his statements that the 
Socred “formally rejected the 
idea of a new party" and in¬ 
sisted the only way to defeat 


The government is then in 
the position of being on both 
sides of a dispute or an action, 
he said.

Barrett praised Emery

LAW TO STAY 


Compulsory arbitration of teacher salary contracts will not 
be eliminated in B.C. — at least during this session of the 
legislature, Education Minister Eileen Dailly confirmed in the 
house this week. 

“We have no intention of bringing in such legislation this 
session,” she said. 

The minister was responding to question about a TV report 
that Ontario NDP leader Stephen Lewis had announced the B.C. 
government is contemplating elimination of compulsory ar¬ 
bitration of teachers’ contracts. 


Long-time Vancouver city 
prosecutor Stewart Mc- 
Morran has been offered the 
job of directing a new unit to 
co-ordinate the fight against 
organized crime in B.C., 
Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald told the legislature 
this week. 

McMorran is an “in¬ 
corruptible prosecutor”, 
Macdonald said, “a bit of a 
terrier, a bit of a bird dog” 
and the kind of person his 


department needs to co - 4 
ordinate intelligence on 
organized crime in the 
province. 

The attorney-general said 
people responsible for major 
crime “get away with it” 
while the “small fry” are 
usually caught for their 
crimes. 

Police intelligence units 
often know when a “contract 
murder” is carried out in 
B.C., he said, but there is not 


enough effective co-ordination 
to catch the major criminals. 

Macdonald said he is 
determined that organized 
crime will be "hounded” in 
this province. 

The special anti-crime unit 
will gather information and do 
“necessary research and 
development of prosecution 
procedures” against 
organized crime, Macdonald 
said, and one of its main 
targets would be the “big drug 
trade. 


Probe 

B.C. to demand pledged 


Canada-wide 
resources meet 


Federal Transport Minister 
Jean Marchand said this week 
he will do all he can to solve 
the problem of an acute 
boxcar shortage that has 
affected British Columbia 
Railway and is threatening to 
put Interior sawmills out of 
business. 


B.C. will not enter into any 
discussions with Ottawa 
regarding the possible 
transfer of jurisdiction over 
natural resources unless all 10 
provinces are in on the talks, 
Premier Barrett said this 
week. 

He also repeated earlier 
statements that his govern¬ 
ment wouldn’t relinquish 
control over oil and natural 
gas without going to the voters 
for approval. 

Barrett told the legislature 
that his personal opinion that 
Ottawa should be in control of 
all non-renewable resources 
such as gas and oil had earned 
him criticism “even from my 
Socialist colleagues in 
Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba.” 

He said he believes that his 
view is right and that any 
party could make great gains 
in an election if it adopted the 
platform of federal control 
over non-renewable resour¬ 
ces. 

The premier told the House 
the matter of renewable 
resources, including foresty, 
was different. 

“No way as long as we are 
the- government will we 
relinquish control over these 
renewable resources. That 
doesn’t mean we won’t talk 


about it at a premiers’ con¬ 
ference,” he said. 

Liberal Allan Williams 
(West Vancouver—Howe 
Sound) repeatedly asked the 
premier to reassure him B.C. 
will help Eastern Canada with 
its resource problems only if 
B.C. is guaranteed a just and 
equitable role in Con¬ 
federation. 

Ontario and Quebec are the 
centre of federal power and 
they have no hesitation in 
asking the West for help, 
Williams said, but their in¬ 
dustries should also con¬ 
tribute to resource ex¬ 
ploration in the West. 

Barrett replied that he 
sympathized with Williams’ 
sentiments and agreed that 
B.C now has an opportunity to 
ask for an equal role in 
Confederation but said he 
could not be rigid in 
negotiations. 

If the West goes into 
meetings with the attitude 
that now they can make up for 
100 years of injustice there 
will be no room for .com¬ 
promise, he said. 

Instead, said Barrett, B.C. 
should go into energy talks 
with an attitude of “let’s for¬ 
get the past” and work for 
Canada in the future. 


Representatives of hotel, 
motel and restaurant owners 
have urged the government to 
assess all properties on the 
same basis, whether 
residential or commercial, 
and to vary tax payments 
through differing mill rates. 

In a brief to the special 
legislative committee on 
assessment procedures, the 
representatives said amend¬ 
ments to the Assessment 
Equalization Act have been 
“most drastic to the operators 
of travel facilities.” 

“Because time is of the 


essence, we would now have to 
suggest that for the year 1974, 
a moratorium on assessed 
values be set down and all 
municipalities return to the 
1973 year for assessed 
values,” said the 15-page brief 
presented to the committee by 
Bert Dann of the B.C. Motels, 
Resorts and Trailor Park 
Association. 

Then all properties should 
be assessed the same way, 
and a sliding mill rate applied 
to the various classifications 
of land, said the brief.

Hatchet 
hounds 
Phillips 

Socred MLA Don Phillips 
tried this week to have the 
government remove what he 
described as ‘‘a great big 
hatchet” hanging over his 
head, but he didn’t get very 
far. 

Phillips asked the govern¬ 
ment to deal with a motion for 
establishment of a special 
committee to decide whether 
he was guilty of contempt of 
the House. 

The motion, made more 
than two weeks ago by 
Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly, says the committee 
should look at the contempt 
possibility in view of Phillips’ 
remarks in the legislature 
regarding insider trading and 
government leaks shortly 
before the purchase by the 
government of Dunhill 
Development Corporation last 
January. 


Proponents of Canadian 
unionism met with Labor 
Minister Bill King this week 
and were promised exactly 
what they expected — 
nothing.

(King is a member of the 
United Transportation 
Union.) 

The group does not plan any 
more action, she said, unless 


the government delays or 
“puts off” the second ap¬ 
plication by the members of 
the Canadian Association of 
Industrial Mechanical and 
Allied Workers Union 
(CAIMAW) to gain cer¬ 
tification at Cominco 
operations. 

That application was filed 
Feb. 27 and no decision has 
been announced to date by the 
Labor Relations Board. 

Last year the board rejected 
a similar bid for certification.

he took office had been men. 

Mrs. Jordan said she could 
give the premier the names of 
competent women who could 
take their place in govern¬ 
ment. 

Barrett suggested he was 
getting a lot of advice from his 


wife, but added, on a more 
serious note, that he will 
consider Mrs. Jordan’s 
request.

Health bugs can live with 'em 


Some people are willing to 
pay a little more to buy flour 
that may become bug-infested 
and milk that will go sour. 

They like their food grown 
organically, on soil free of 
chemical fertilizers and 
pesticides, food that is 
natural, free of processing 
and preservatives. 

These advocates of health 
foods, natural foods and 
organic foods keep eight local 
health food stores in business. 

And they pay for it, as much 
as 20 or 30 per cent more than 


supermarket prices for many 
items. 

For example, organic 
seedless raisins in one health 
food store cost $1.25 a pound, 
25 cents more than the 
supermarket price. 

Two pounds of rolled wheat 
flour costs 75 cents in the 
health food store, 34 cents 
more than enriched white 
flour. 

One reason for higher prices 
is that natural foods, free of 
preservatives, spoil more 
quickly on the shelves, said

, Staples of natural foods 
eaten are whole grain cereals 
and bread, honey and 
molasses, brown rice, 
unhydrogenated vegetable 
oils, sea salt, yogurt and 
soybeans. 

Health food store owner 


Julia Clarke says half her 
customers are vegetarians, so 
they eliminate the most ex¬ 
pensive part of the food 
budget. 

The health food stores do 
more than sell food. 

Most sell a while range of 
vitamin capsules, food sup¬ 
plements, and herbal 
remedies that 80 years ago 
might have been found in the 
local pharmacy. These 
promise to guarantee good 
health, relieve specific 
ailments or delay aging. 

There are herbal teas, such 
as kidney and bladder tea, bile 
and liver tea, laxative tea, and 
nerve tea. 

Among the ingredients in 
nerve tea are catnip, 
eyebright, licorice, mistletoe, 
hops, lindenftowers and 
lavender. 

There is a plethora of 
supplements — calcium 
tablets, kelp tablets, garlic 
tablets, rose hip tablets, 
yogurt tablets.

Why should a person spend 
money on alfalfa tablets for 
minerals and rose hip tablets 
for vitamin C if he is getting 
all that nutrition from natural 
foods? 

Health food people don’t 
have a precise answer, except 
that it never hurts to make 
sure you’re getting all the 
vitamins and minerals you 
need. 

Darlene Ravensdale, a 
professional nutritionist, says 
food supplements aren't 
necessary and can even be 
harmful in some cases. 

For example, if someone 
feeling ill decides to cure 
himself by taking folic acid 
supplements, he can mask 
symptoms of pernicious 
anemia until the symptoms 
become much more serious, 
she said. 


Mrs. Ravensdale agrees 
that whole grains are 
nutritious and that people 
should limit the amount of 
white sugar they eat, because 
it contains only calories and 
no nutrition. 

But a good balanced diet 
will provide people with all the 
vitamins and minerals they 
need without supplements, 
she said. 

“The public is being 
bombarded with a lot of in¬ 
formation that is not 
reliable,” said Mrs. Raven¬ 
sdale. 

The Victoria branch of the 
B.C. Dietetic Association is 
going to try to do something 
about it. On March 30 they’re 
holding a public information 
day at First United Church to 
provide information about 
good nutrition.

Relatively cheaprprices and 
reliable weather are expected 
to bring the foreign population 
close to that of the native 
population, making Spain's 
the largest tourist industry in 
the world and the biggest 
single economic activity for 
the country. 

But the gleeful smiles of 
tourist officials are being 
dimmed by increasingly sour 
comments from the press and 
residents of the country. 

Among the main topics of 
complaint are these: 

—Frenzied and, to a large 
extent, uncontrolled building 
sprees transforming fishing 
villages to high-rise cities are 
irreparably damaging the 
natural beauty of the 
coastline. 


—The Spanish feel they’re 
being edged out of their own 
country as millions clog the 
roads, cover the beaches and 
jam the hotels, restaurants 
and cafes. 

—Little money is spent 
locally except for the oc¬ 
casional beer, ice-cream cone 
or cheap souvenir as foreign 
tour operators keep rates low 
and encourage a kind of 
proletarian tourism. 

—Spanish culture has 
virtually disappeared behind 
typical western saloons, 
English pubs and Scan¬ 
dinavian villages.

Chretien to meet chiefs 


B.C. Hydro’s new Crosstown 
bus was invaded Monday 
morning. 

The bus pulled up at the 
McKenzie and Gordon Head 
bus stop and nearly 70 
children got on, piling three- 
deep on every seat. 

Campus View elementary’s 
Grade 4 and 5 classes are 
studying the city’s transit 
system, and were out to get 
some first-hand experience. 

Hydro was ready for them, 
and had a special car follow 
the bus in case of emergen¬ 
cies. 

"We want the children to 
develop familiarity with the 
city by using the buses,” said 
Rod Finch, one of several 
Campus View teachers who 
accompanied the children. 

Campus View is one of five 
local elementary schools 
involved in the busing project, 
inspired by a similar project 
in Vancouver earlier this 
year. 

Aim is to teach children 
about bus routes, the city, 
traffic problems. map 
reading, and the urban en¬ 
vironment in general. 

The Crosstown bus took the 
children across the city to the 


dockyard at CFB Esquimau, 
where they were given a tour 
of Esquimau harbor. 

Along the route they wat¬ 
ched for points of interest 
Finch had told them about — 
the government car testing 
station on McKenzie, the Swan 
Lake dairy farm, the Johnson 
St. bridge. 

The Crosstown route is 
useful because it goes through 
different kinds of urban 
landscape, such as greenbelt, 
commercial, industrial and 
residential, said Finch. 

The students spent several 
classes preparing for the trip. 

They learned how to read 
Hydro bus schedules, traced 
the Crosstown route on a 
transit map. and saw slides of 
the points of interest along the 
way. 

And they played a special 
game, rather like Monopoly, 
with a map of the city’s transit
